ABSHA 


By Manfred Sturmann 


CALLED him Absha; maybe because, without my 
J realizing it, his long hair made me think of Ab- 
shalom. Like every beggar — like everybody — he has 
an followed it closely. in his younger days he 
had a “partner” — 8 drunkard or drug-addict who 
was fearfully ragged and played the violin. He walked 
in front, with my Absha behind him, beating his 
kettle-drum decorated with the Union Jack and later 
with the Isracl flag. They presented a grotesque sighl 
as they went goose-steeping through the streets. The 
men playing the violin moved like a sleep-walker; 
Absha has always been deaf-mute. 

‘The music which the pair of them made was ab- 
strusely funny. I never could understand how they 
managed to Keep time, but they did, though the sereech- 
ing of the violin was an insult to the ear; it and the 
monotonous bom-bom of the kettle-drum together pro- 
duced 8 discordant din which was a good preparation 
for contemporary music. 

One day the addict wasn’t there anymore and Absha 
continued In business on his own. Having grown weak- 
er with age, he had somehow exchanged the kettle- 
drum for a smaller drum, and with stubborn ambition, 
flag flying, made hia rhythmic rounds alone. Pre- 
sumably he did not wish just to beg without giving 
anything in return. 

By now this perlod also belongs to the distant pnat. 
Absha no longer hes anything to offer in. exchange 
for the handout; he has been reduced to belng a 
passive beggar. From early morning he sita at the en- 
franca to No, 27 King George Avenue. Sometimes he 
js holding a glass of hot tea and a roll which he dips 
{nto it; the breakfast is provided bya café in the 
neighbourhood. That he is allowed to spend the nights 
in some cellar is not mentioned. 

Iam talking about “my” Absha. For more than 20 
years I passed him on my way to work. Hvery day 
he got his handout from me; every. day I observed 
him, and thus — there ia no other way of putting it 
— TI became fond of him, Although he Is deaf and 
dumb and can utter only inarticulate sounds, we are 
quite able to communicate with each other. When he 
sees me coming, he gives 8 hideous cry of joy. I 
never pass without stopping by him. I find out how he 
is keeping, For years he suffered from toothache, and

Now 
he Is rid of it, having Jost all his teeth; but he does 
not wear false teeth. His facial expression is indescrib- 
able; when he wishes to convey his feelings he dis- 
torts his features in a horribly grotesque manner.

His condition, his confidence in me, his tortured 
plaints, the resigned shrug of his shoulders, his gesture 
towards his atomach meaning “hunger,” and occasional- 
ly his grunts expressing satisfaction or, more precixe- 
ly, 8 momentary absence of desires -— these are part 
of my day. They do not influence 1; but they serve 
aS 6 sort of preparation, rather like the checking of 
the weather from the haloony after getting up. 

Of course, the winter represents a bitter scourge to 
Absha. Whatever the weather, he sits in his entrance. 
That he complains to me intensely about the cold goes 
without saying. Once he Indicated his thin raincoat. 
It was ful! of holes, and I could see that he waa 
not wearing much underneath it. The following morn- 
Ing, I brought him a heavy winter coat which 1 still 
used to wear sometimes. He appeared highly delighted. 
But to my surprise, though he waa trembling with the 
cold, Absha never wore my coat, and when I asked 
him about it I got out of him with some difficulty 
that he had sold It, Apparently, no matter how cold 
he is, what matters most to him are the colns in the 
old tin which he holds out to passers-by. 

My poor Absha; we have both of us — though 
each in his own way — grown old. For some time 
now I have been lItving on a pension, while you are 
atill following your despised “trade.” I no longer pass 
you every day, but as you ara well situated in the 
town for carrylng on your trade, we are still seeing 
each other several times a week, and of course I make 
up for tha fewer occasions by giving more. 

I observe closely how you are continually growing 
older, sadder and, if possible, more neglected. I do not 
Know much about you, apart from the fact that you 
orlginally lived with your family In the old Yemin 
Moshe, the slum below the windmill donated by Sir 
Moses Montefiore. I learned this from a doctor who 
was once called to attend you, who has since died. 
Now you sleep on rags In a cellars and the old Yemin 
Moshe ia belng restored, with running hot water and 
central heating; its folklore charm has made !t an 
expensive, desirable quarter, and the windmill has be- 
come one of the sights to which tourists are taken 50 
that they may enjoy the beautiful view of the wall of 
the Old City and of the towers rising beyond it.

A novel of resignation 


Yours la promise — middle age 
is the awareness of its unful- 
filment. It Is easy to Aum up τὶ novel 
with a glib phrase like thal, and it 
ia unfair; yet It expreases a certain 
poverty in this novel, a poverty 
edged round and round with words. 
Amalia Keahana-Canmon, one of tha 
reelpients of this year's Prime Min- 
ister's Grent, hog been considered 
among the foremost Ysraell prose- 
writers on the strength of one boolc 
of stories, “Bichefifa Ahat' mp 'p22 
nn first published in 1966 and 
now reissued as a companion volume 
t¢ the novel under review.

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HONOUR TO THE BRIDE by Jane Kramer, New York, Farrer,

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QU might be tempted to con- 
sider this book ao satire on 
social customs and manuers. How- 
ever, since according to the very 
good authority of the authur the 
story iy truc, then, to partphrase 
the old cliché, “Truth is even 
stranger and funnier than fiction.” 
The author starts her tale with 
an opening that will grant her an 
interested uudience pnywhere in the 
‘Western world. 
"In Morocco, this story would 
probably be called o love story, 
It took place one your when I 
was living in thet country aul it 
concerned an Arah by the name 
of Omar hen Allel, his wife, 
Dawian, and their thirteen-year- 
old daughter, Khadije, who was 
lost on a pitgrimage in June, 
found In a brothel in July, and 
properly married off in August.” 
Not that Jane Kramer needs any 
props. Her writing is controlled, 
sophisticated and very palatable, 
when she chooses It to be. See, for 
example, her preamble 
history and description of the set- 
ting of her story. But she has 
decided ahead on ἃ light touch and 
like a good hostess at 8. going 
party she slips unobtrusively into 
the background os soon as conven- 
fent and lets her story tell itself. 


She allows the plot to foHow its 


own course, and the characters to 
follow thelr own, and quite often 
they seom to be going in quite 
opposite directions. But it only adds 
to the amusement and the: charec- 
terization.
